THE RIOSHEN MONASTERY.

4 Thbere are nine Budhist temples in Sirao- 
da,all situated in the rear of the town; a small 
patch of gkebe land adjoins each of therm， 
which is cultivated for the support of the 
priests, and a graveyard, of which they have 
the superintendence. The best eonditioned 
one, ctlled the Rioshen zh or -is 
situated at the further end of the street lead- 
ing directlyover the bridge near the Goyoshh， 
along the side of tbhe rivulet crossing another 
wooden bridge, and so up to the gate-way 
over which the name of the place is seen in 
gilded lettets，_ This gate-way leads into the 
yardi the left side of which is bounded by a 
steep rocky ledge, upwards of 150 feet highb， 

surmounrted with trees， A black marble 
、shaft covered with inscriptions on the 
four sides, and resting on square 
Whole about twenty feet high, stan

The foorof the main building is raised 
about four feet and rests ou rough stones and 
squared ttimbers.

and leads directily into main room. The 
framework of the whole bulilding is exposed， 
even to the rafters and cross beams， Cros9- 
ing a kind of vestibule before stepping on 
the mats, an image of Budha a littje larger 
-than-hfeoeeupies the cbhoir before whlich is 
a plain-looking altar and on two sides are 
images in srnall niches, all of thetn 
,stands a large frame, on which are arranged

An association of Americans, for commer- 
cial, political, ]iterary or benevolent purposes， 
generally establishes its rules or by-laws, for 
the government of its members， A military 
company, a society in a college, or a temper- 
ance'0r 0dd-felljow's lodge，have each their 
appropriate laws and_penalties， So with a

rules are established for the ends of mutual 
assistance) the promotion of order， and the 
punishment of the unruly. ，Yet it is under- 
stood that in sllof them the laws of the coun- 
try are acxnowiedged to be fundamental. 
What may be constituted by any association 
are but supplementary to the common jaws), 
for purposes which they could not reach or 
particujarize.

are generally calm，judicious, and_ satisfac- 
tory to the disputants， ln former days, encour- 
aged by the examples of jynching among our 
own people, the companies so0metimes took 
tbe law in their own hands so far as to inflict 
corporal Dunishment upon offenders in their 
houses, buit such practices are noOw disclaim- 
ed by them，， The days of Norman Assing 
are past;i offenders are handed over by them 
to our courts) in cases which theiifcounsels 
Thbus far these associations 
have been of great benefit to the Chinese. 
They are entireljy democratic in their nature. 
Without them our State could not have been 
exempt from Chinese crime, beggary, and 
Yet on tbhe other hand there are 
s0me Welghty objections to them, and when 
our Own population shall- have become more 
settled and orderiy，it is probable that the 
ws0mplete Americanization of the Chinese 
residents may be promoted by their dissolu- 
tion，

NEW RULES OF THE YEUNG-WO UI-KVUN，

weImermters of the Yeung-woCompany DOW

selves Over any part of our broad jands， 。、 

Tbe Americans hnd in China an extensive 
country jndeed, but one densely populated， 
eyen to the degree of inducing parents to 
commit inhfanticide， The Chinese find in the 
也 . States an almost equally extensive coun- 
try， sparsely “peopled，receiving anntally 
hundreds of thousands by immigration，and 
able to provide enough land andrto spare, for 
hundreds of thousands more. 

The Americans find a people professedly 
exclusive， who think only of themselves and 
deprecate foreign intrusion，and who can 
hardly conceive the idea of naturalizing a 
foreigner among them， The Chinese find 
here_ a-eountry professing

lf the Chinese should claim to build 
heatheu temples here，as Americans ereet 
Christian Churehes in China, would the elaim 
be admitted ? 

These are not hypothetical questions，bnut 
practical ones ; they exhibitthe 
of making a simFle case out of a complicated 
one， The suggestion we woull make to 
legislators and others is to remember the 
good proverb “Look before you leap)” and 
4 Lose notthy patience with a tangled twine :

DIFFERENCE OF BLACK AND GREEN TEA. 一 
Considerable light has been thrown on this 
subject by the Investiyatious of the past few 
years， lt is one mot only curious，as tea 1s 
drank by almostevery individual ; but forther 
there is some differeuce in the eftects of the 
two kinds upon the human systein. 
as We ever saw in China there is no use of cop- 
per plates as some have stated, on which the 
leavesare dried. operation 1s performed 
by meaoasg of broad shallow pans of iron 
placed over a small furnace，、 The green 
color is imparted by a mixture of Prussian 
blue，protosulphate: of iron，which Chi- 
nese manufacture themselyes. 

There does not appear to be any botanical 
difference between black and green tea， The 
same shrub will oceasionally yield leaves 
which are manufacetured into both varieties ; 
and ifa number of leaves from the various 
sorts of'tea be examined by softening in hot 
water it will be seen tbat there are no char- 
acters which distiuguish the difrerent kinds 
of blacx from the green teas.， he various 
sorts of tea are not made from one busi or 
in the same locality ; on the contrary, in one 
distriet black tea is chiefy grown 一 in 
another green。 Bere theleaf is much curled 
in the hands of those who prepare iti there 
but is the different soil and mode 
of cultivation .aopd preparation of the leaf

GOLD MINES OF BORNEO， 
OR PULO KEKALAMATAN。 
The following account of the gold mines in the 


，JIsland of Borneo is extravcted from a valuable es- 


say by an English gentleman,， Mr, Hunt，written in 
1812， contains 8Ome hints of practical use to 
Ourselves, in our intercourse with the Chinese . 


The principal gold mines on Borneo are in 
the viclinity of Sambas. There is a mountain 
calljed Guning Pandan，about eighty miles 


one leads to Mompava，one to Batu Bulat 
near Tanjong Mora，and one to Landa ; the 
whole intermediate area between the above 
rivers ia of a yellow argillaceous schis- 
tus or ferruginous quartz，interspersed with

and that no oferation is performed beyond 
that of and simple washing ; all 
the gold about Pontiana being in dust though 
sorme have-met with in Borneo Proper was 
run into bars. 

About one degree torth of Sambas there 
ls a country called Sariwaki belonging to the 
Rajah of Borneo Properi there is a vast 
district abounding in tin, in veins as rich and 
as plentifol as those wrought on Banca ; but 
they have been neglected for a series of 
years ; they were partially wrought before 
those of the jatter were oa in the 
beginnittg of the ]ast eentury.

and abdomen ; with raised, dry，encrusted 
eruptions, unlike the blotches of scurvyy ; and 
with ocecasional cough，constipation， and 
pains in the bones， The remedies found 
most serviceable were mild diuretics，and 
the ordinary anti-scorbutics ; such as juniper 
berries) cream of tartar, ljmes, and potatoes ; 
after which，vegetable tonics， The cure 
was generally slow ;: and in a few cases more 
active_ treatment had to be adopted.， One 
at the Jowest living 
point，by care was gradually brought up. 
But in many cases there unpleasant reliquats 
in the shape of weak knees and fhingers, and 
pains in the limbs. We trust there may be 
none of this troublesome disease exhibited 
this summer.， The immigration will be so 
small that there can be no excuse for crowd- 
starving, and confning Chinese passen- 
gers. 

There were no ?post-mortem_ exarninations 
made by us in conuection with the Dispen- 
sary of thbe Mission House. But few of 
those was applied to us died, and we could 
have had no opportunity for opening the bo- 
dies of those who-had friends, so great are the 
prejudices of the Chiuese against such a 
sacrilege。 The Sydneymnewspapers however 
state many of the emigrants 10.

NEWS FROM CHINA. 
By the French sh Josepj which arriv- 
ed on the 8th, from Bongkong, 54 days out， 
we are informed that tbe people of Canton， 
are suffering -greatly-from scarcity of rice， 
much of the new_ crop had been destroved 
by the parties at war。 The rebels had suff- 
ered further defeats in the nelghborhood of 
the City, but were'cuttilg off supplies at a 
distance.

When one undertakes to write on any sub- 
ject connected with (bina，it is with &reat 
di 全 culty that the mind can be kept free 
from the inftoence of that grotesqgueness which 
attachea to ;ll things Chinese， Indeed one 
who describes acurately what meets the eye 
in China cannot fail to be infuenced，more 
or less，in this wayi forthe odd forms and 
fashions whbich prevail there make the street 
scenes atud pageants so inevitably ljudicrous 
to gone who has the least touch of rirthful- 
ness, that to describe otherwise than in 3 
strain Of pleasantry would be to write in a 
conastrained and_ unnatural manner. True， 
tbhere are some authors who have succeeded 
perfectly in exercising this constraint 
themselves ; and the cousequence 1s that 
their-booksrthough they may be as accurate 
as a culumn of statistics，are un-life-like and 
too often unread : on the other hand M- 
recently publishted “Travels in China 
are not only the most readable bot the most 
truthful descriptions of the modern Chinese ; 
while the late consul Lay's littlje volume or 
4 The Chanese as they are ”gives an account 
of this uniqae people which is asdfull of good 
humor as of right views of their charaetei 
and condition.

Finding much lelisure time at bls 
command, it oceured to him that it might be 
profitably employed in teaching the ludian 
children. At first they were shy. But by 
winning the infuence of the parents, by the 
distribution of a few little presewts, and .by 
engaging the interest of the boys by mingling 
in their sports) he succeeded in gathering as 
miany as he could instruct with advantage， 
Those wild natures wure subdued by 
ness ; and two 'hours every morniog, and the 
same time every afternoon，was cheer lly 
spent in learning the alphabet spellingy reat- 
ing the simiple books of the Tract Society and 
tbe Seriptures, and in hearing explanations 
of many thiugs botht in the heaveus and tbhe 
earth, of which their fatbers had never learu- 
ed， He found it a delisbtful task， Tbe 
black eyes spalkled beneath the coarse bushy 
locks with new light， The raimeut became 


sober and decorous. For more than a year 
the teacher continued in his ueuevolent work. 
A healthful Christian infoence Huwed insen- 
sibly around, and the heart of this nobje self- 
-denyingman was gladdened by seeing signas 
ofTe interest Ti the question of salvatiou. 
One [Indian woman especially seemed to be 
trufy converted to God, and was in the habit

BAYARD TAYLOR')S NEwW Book, That en- 
terprising traveller, Mr，Bayard Tayjlorn has 
given ns another spirited and pleasant book 
upon the Bast， From his“ India， China and 
Japan)”just out，we make some extracts. 一 
The following passages in relation to the suc- 
cess of the culture of tea in India affordsboth 
information and encouragement to any who 
may think of engaging in the same depart* 
ment of agriculture in California : 


The introduction of the Tea Culture int 
India is an interesting experiment 一 if in- 
deed, it can sti 由 be cousidered an experi- 
ment， The Government within the past ten 
years) has devoted much attention to it， All 
the princlipal varieties of the tea plant have 
been imported， experimental gardens jaid 
out at difterent polnts in the Himajlayas, from 
Assam to the north-western frontier of the 
Punjaub, and Chinese workmen procured to 
teach the preparation of the leaves， Mr. 
Fortune，whose travejs in China， on his mis- 
sion to effect these objects) have excited 
considerable notice, had been dispatched a 
third time to _ that country, to procure fresh 
supplies of plants and workmen， The Tea 
Plant was first introduced into Assam, a dis- 


trict next to Bengal and lying on the Brah- 


mapootra River， A company was formed 
abhout fifteen yeals ago for the cultivation 
and manufacture of TIea; but through igno-. 
rance and inexperience lt was for some time 
a josing concern， At present，however it 
has so far succeeded as to produce 300,000 
pounds of Tea, and to pay 10 per cent. annu- 
ally to the Company. The exrerimental 
sgardens in the northern and western parts of 
tbe Himalayas have been established more 
recentjy, and the natives are now beginning 
to take up the cultivation of the plant. 

One of the gardens js at Kaologir abonut 
three mlles from Dehra and visited lt in 
company with Mr. 人 eene， Mr. Fortune con- 
siders that a jevel alluvial soll, juke tbat of 
the Dhoon, js not so well adapted for tea as 
the huly country about Almorah and in the 
and if he be correct, [ did not see 
the plant in its greatest perfection ; though 
should think it for any plantation to 
present a more' fourishing appearance than 
of that at eonsists of three 

undred acres of level ground 一 a rich, dark 
loam, mixed with cjay 一 and contains plants 
in every stage of growth, from the seedling 
to the thick，bushy sbruby, six feet high. 
was then the blossoming seasbn，and the 
next crop of leaves would not be gathered 
before May. The plant bears some resem- 
blance to the ilex, or holly,，but the leaf 1s 
smaller, of a darker 8reen, and more minute- 
ly serrated， The blossom is mostly whbite 一 
in some Varieties a yeljowish brown 一 and re- 
sembjes that of the wild Aioerican black- 
berry， The plants were set about three. 
feet apart, in IOws four feet from each other， 
with small channels between for the purpose 
of irrigation。 Mr. Fortune, however consid- 
ers 1lrrigation 18 rather in]jurious than other- 
wise. 

Thomson, the Superintendent of the 
pliantation， assured me that the average yield 
of the plants, after they had reached a proper 
growth for pluckinog, rnight be set down at 
1 cwt. per acre though, under favorable cir- 
curistarmces, it eould be increased to 200 lbs. 
At present thbe Debra and Almorah teas sell 
for purely fancy prices, beling bought up with 
avidity at the annual sales, at from two to 
three rupees a pound. Dr， Jameson，who 
has charge of all the tea plantations in the 
north-west， estimates that when tbhe culture 
shall have become general, Tea can be prof- 
itably produced at six annas (18 centsj the 
pound， The zemindars wbo are with di 但 -

mand) ?2 There woujd seem to be some 
reason, then, jn such a despotic mode of in- 
troducing tbhe Tea Culture， of both 
the Dehra and Almorah Teas， which were 
deliciously pure and fragrant though much 
stronger than the adulterated Teaa， expPorted 
from Cbina. 

He bears honorable testimony to the ljabors_ 
of American Missionaries in IJndia, as follows: 

In the evening I attended Divine service 
in the Mission Church, and was much pleas- 
ed with the earnest and serious air of the na- 
tive conyerts，。， They were all neatly dressed 
and behaved.with tbe utmost propriety，The 
Missionaries have instructed four natives. 
who were ordained as ministers, under the 
names of Paul Thomas，George and jenas. 
The mission school was attended by tbree 
hundred pupils, the most of whbom were na- 
tives, all received under religious in- 
struction. There ls also a printing o ce 
under the charge of the Rev，Mr， Hay，in 
which, during the previous years six miljions 
of pages) in the Hindoo，Urdoo, and Persian 
languages had been printed， The Lieut. 
Governor of the Northwest during his visit 
to0 Allahabad, spoke in public in the higbest 
terms of the jabors of the American Mission- 
aries. 


The only passage to which，in a cursory 
glance at the book，we would make objec- 
tion, is one relating to Dr，Betteljheim，the 
worthy physician at Loochoo， lt throws a 
shbade over the results of the ljabors of a man 
who suffered most unjustly， Mr. Taylor tells 
Dothing, apd we presume knew jlittle，of the 
spirit of martyrdora that sustained Dr，Bet- 
teljheim，when the iotriguesg and threats of 
the Japanese and tbe Chinese Courts were 
brought to bear ineffectually，from the hour

But it is of immense consequence to maln- 
tain our dignity and our principles. Russia 
is assuming a position, 88 has been shown， 
that may，when again at peace with 忆 urope， 
enable her to shatter invyade and select at 
will, the possessions of her pacifhic neighbor. 
And even now it is in the power of the Em-

JoHN MrLTON'S DEFEsCcRIPTION OF THE 
RuseIANs. 一 The following extract is taken 
trom Milton's “ Brief History of Moscovia， 
&c Gathered from the writings of several eye 
witnesses [first published in 1682].” 1t pre- 
sents an amusing picture of a peuple who 
stijl retain many of their former characteris- 
tics and customs, although we must acknowl- 
edge that those portions of them in contract 
with the civilization of the West have uuder- 
gone marked improvement， The poet says : 


《The empire of Moscovia or as others 
call it Russia) it is bounded on the north with 
Lapland and the ocean ; southward by the 
Crim Tartar ; on the west by Lithuaoia，Liv- 
onia，and Poland ; on the east by the river 
0b, or Oby, and the Nagayan Tartars on the 
Volga as far as Astracan. 

Tbe north parts of this country are so bar- 
ren) thbat the inhabitants fetch their corn a 
thousand miles ; and so cold in winter that 
the very sap of their woodfuel burning on 
the fre, freezes at the brand's end，where it 
drops、The mariners, wbich were lefton ship- 
board in the frst English voyage thither in 
going up only from the cabins to tbe hatches， 
也 ad their breath so congealed by the cold, 
that they fejl down as it were stifled. 

Tbhe empbror exerciseth absolute power; if 
any man die without male issue, his ljand re- 
turns to the emperor. Any rich .man，who 
throngh age or other impotency is unable to 
serve the public, being informed of is turned 
outof his estate, and forced with his family 
to live on a small pension，while some other 
more deserving is by the dukes authority put 
lnto p0ssesslion. 

The revenues of the emperor are what he 
list and what his subjects are able ; and he 
omits not the coarsesf means to raise themi; for 


in every good town there is a drunkem tavern， 


called a Cursemay, which the emperor either 
jets out to farm, or bestows on some duke, or 
gentlemanl in reward of his service who for 
that time 1s lord of the whole town，robbin 
and spoiling at his pleasure, till being 
enriched, he is sent at his own charge to the 
Wars， and there squeezed of his ijj-got wealth; 
by which means the waging of the war is t0 
the emperor jlittle or nothlng chargeable. 

The Russian armeth not less in time of 
war than three hundred thousand men, half 
of whutn he tagkes with him into the field， 
the rest bestows in garrisons on the borders. 
He presseth no husbandman or merchant， 
but the youth of the realm， He useth no 
foot but such as are pioneers or gunners, of 
both which sort thirty thopsand， The rest 
being horsemen are all archers and ride with 
a short stirrup, after the Turkish， Their ar- 
mour is a coat of | and a skull on_ their 
heads， Some of thelir coats are covered 
ld ; for they desire 
to be gorgeous in arms， but the duke himself 
above measure ;) his pavilion covered with 
cloth of gold or silver set with precious stonee.

Of this pellicle，we detached without trouble 
a gstrip of the ravw glistening fbres haif an 
inch in breadth, and sixteen inches in length. 
This， we bejlieve， is the third variety onjy， 
that 1s at present known ; and, judging from 
tbe appearance of the'raw silk, as well also， 
3a8 the quantity produced by each worm，wt 
think tbat its culture would prove profitable. 
The worm in this ceuntrY，would not require 
the samie amount of care as js requlired elther 
in 了 urope or China, aa oUr Seasons here are 
Imuch more dry, thus avoiding the Decessity 
of erecting those extensive，a8 well as exX-

Appearance of the Sandwich Islanders.。 


The people of the Hawaiian Islands, it is usu- 
ally imagined by their historians, threaded their 
Way gradually hither from the Indian Archipel- 
ago，by that chain of submerged mountains 
Whose peaks protrude in a series of islands， 
stretching from Sumatra, westerly almost across 
the entire breadth of the Paciftice Ocean They 
are evidently the same people with the Tahiti 
ans and Samoans, and resemble the Malay spe- 
cies more than the Mongolian. Their can0es， 


as Ifirst met them fishing in the sea， With the 


out-rigger, reminded me very much of those seen 


on the coasts of Java, Sumatra,， Bali and other 
islands at the Eastern extreme of the series. 一 
And many points of analogy are mentioned, in 
language, manners, and superstitions、 

It has been，however, an interesting question 
with me，how far a Japanese and Chinese ele- 
ment might exist， nnually in the Asiatic seas 
there are tremendous storms，that go revolving 
upon a centre, swWeeping in a radius of 人 rom one 
to five hun lred miles, and likewise moving slow- 
ly forward in a direct course for thousands of 
miles。 On the other hand, those seas are thick- 
ly spotted with the yellow mat sails of heavy- 
built vessels of every size and employment. 一 
The demons of the storm gather tbhem, as if in 
a net，and drag them fr out into the Pacifhe 
Ocean, and after weeks of terror，sink them or 
seatter them among the groups of distant islands: 
Then, still further,， great currents carry the War- 


ters of the Paciftic in circles, 人 fom shore to shore. 


Thus the largest and best supplied Vessels, the 


immense junks，with two big eyes on the bows 
to see the way, and a powerful rudder which 
the sailors devoutly worship, are able to reach 
even the American coast. Legends tell of their 
arrival at various points 人 from 人 Alaska to Peru. 

It js only some twenty-fve or thirty years 


.since Wemay be said to have obtained any reliable 


ioformation in regard to the language or legends 
of the Hawaiian people， Thbere, however, have 
been found traditions that refer to the arrivals 
of large vessels flled with strangers> 工 Will not 
at present notice the superstitions evidently de- 
rived from China or Japan， Since the jnter- 
course of the missionaries and whalers commen- 
ced，numerous junks have either reached the 
Sandwich Jslands，or been found lost and help- 
less uponthe sea, and some of their crews brought 


in here。 The following are some of thbese, pick- 


ed up Without much research， 


IThe captain of a whaling vessel informs me 
tbat as early as 1826, he remembers of hearing 
that the ship 4uwrora had found a Japanese junk， 
and that the crewW Were carried by her to the 
neighborhood of Yeddo，and sent ashore in a 
fshing smack. 

The Hawaiian Spectator (vol. 1.) narrates that 
in Dec. 1832, a Japanese junk made the Island 
of Oahu, in the 8andwich JIslands, and cast an- 
chor in the harbor of Waialua. But one per- 
son Was found on board in health, three others 
Were SeVyerely affected with scurvy : and two of 
these Were Unable to walk， 了 ive others had 
died at Yarious times， It was ascertained that the 
Vessel had been driven out to gsea by a typhoon， 
When crossing from one of the southern jslands 
to Jeddo some ten or eleven months previous. 
She was laden with fish，which, with rain wa- 
ter had been the principal subsistance of the 
When the Sandwich Islanders saw these 
people cast upon their shores from that r-o 
region, observed their resembjance to themselves 
in appearance，they said“jlt is plain now that 
We are from Asia.” 

Dibble's History (pp 12 13.) states that “on 
the 6th of June 1839, the balesltip James To- 
Per Capt. Cathcart, fell in with the wreck of a 
Japanese jank in lat. N., and long. 174o 了 
from Greenwijich，about midway between 可 apan 
and the Sandwich Islands， Seven of the crew 
Were rescued and brought to these islands the 
ensuing Again，three Japanese sailors 
Were rescued from a Wreck in the North Pacific， 
June 1840, in lat. 342 N.，long. I74o . 

They 
were bound to Yeddo, and, driven beyond their 
port by a northerly gale, had been drifted about 
for one hundred and eighty days when found.” 


A Japanese junk was castaway on the North-|

fnally to Canton，where in 1836, the Rev. Mr.

The whaleship Henry Kneeland，Capt、Clark， 
April 22d 1850, while cruizing in lat. 
and 了 . long. 155o, fell in with a Japanese junk，

teen persons。 They had been driven out to sea 
in an attempt to pass from yeddo to 下 uno. 一 
For forty drys they had lived on melted snOw- 
water and spoiled fsh， The captain and 
sailors were brought by Capt. Clark to Houaolu- 
lu; two caime by another vessel ; and several of 
the crew_ Were sent to Petropauloski，whence 
they hope to be able to reach home again. 

Abonut the year 1840, upon a desolate and un- 
inhabitable island of the North Pacific，Capt， 
Whitfeld, of the whaleship Faiyr avoen found 
five Japanese。 They had been WwWrecked Six 
months previously，and had managed to subsist 
on sea-foWl18 and fsh。 One of the humber soon

adventurous fllow Was joined by two fellow- 
countrymen at Honolulu。 Whether their little 
boat ever reached their native coast, or What 
became of men from whose intelligence and dar- 


chain that shut tbeir harbors against tbeir broth 
ers 他 om the West has been broken down，wWe 
have never heard! 

Several other cases of Japanese brought iuto 
the 8andwich Islands from wrecks found at sea 
by whaleships have come to my knowledge. 一 
But for the present those described will su 
They show that this race, its ljanguage, its man- 
ners and customs,and its religion, is tinged more 
or less with the blood and the sentiments of 
Rastern Asia.

of its Degrading 


TI. First, then, in the light of the Bible，as 
interpreted by the earliest and most reliable 
records of history, we in account for man's 
fall from Theism into Polytheism, and for his 
departure from the Spiritual worship -of God to 
gross idolatry. “And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their worship, God gave them 
0OVer to & reprobate mind, to do those things 
Which are not convenient，being flled with all 
unrighteousness.” (Rom. i.: 28，29.) Sin is 
the source of all human error and wo， The 
fountain-head of Polytheism and idolatry 
man's“ want of Original righteousness.” 

JI，Man，though 人 allen 人 original right- 
eousness, still a yelxgiows He has a 
capacity to love and serve his Creator, that the 
brute animals, with all their memory, ingenuity， 
and instinct，have The beaver IDay conm- 
struct a house，but he cannot learn the cate- 
chism， The dog knows his master, and can 


|track him through the populous street ; but he 


cannot tell his master that God ?1 Spir 
Man, though ignorant and depraved, is not found 
Wholly divested of all religious feelings。 He 
is conscious, even in his depravity，of tbe want 
of some true religion. Andasthe mind will take 
hold of what isknown,rather than oftheunknown， 
it will naturally embrace error。 It is true that 
knowledge is sometimes abused. Men do not 
always believe the truth，when it ia clearl7 
presented to them ; but still it is true that Imen 
perish tbrough ?gmnorance of truth，8a8 well a8 
atbersion to it。 There ia a strong tendency 
the human mind to error, and especially to such 
errors lead to idolatry. Men are naturally 
superstitious， They are flled with fears about 
the future state， hey are prone to hear Voices， 
dream dreams，and ,see visions，and ta 
with spirits，and be fightened with ghosts. 
They love such things。 They wish to dqwell in 
iry-land, or to soar away with fancy or imagL- 
nation, to tbe realms of the spirit-world， And 
as the poor heathen have Do true revelation 
about the world to come, or the nature of God， 
and immortality, it is natural that they should 
embrace idolatry， or 让 embodies invisible 
beings，and renders visible the forms of those 
beings that are loved or feared, and from whom 
mankind expect blessings or cursings， lt builds 
an immense Pantheon, and 他 ames a mythology 
for every fear and wish, passion, lust, and appe- 
tite of the hnman heart and mind. And thbus 
it is natural that,out of the deep longings of tbe 
human heart to see what is invisiblje，and to 
know what is future, and in the absence of Reve- 
lation, such as we have in the Seriptures of the 
Old and New Testament，that the untrained 
heathen mind should catch at shapes and 
shadows for realities, and take refuge from its 
jignorance and fears，in the Worship of false 
gods, and indulge the dream of a splendid delu- 
sion。 It is quite philosophical, then, to say that 
man's religious capabilities have contributed to 
the wide diffusion of idolatry. 卫 very where 
ome idea of a Supreme Being ia found， But 
without true ideas of the true attributes of that 
Supreme Being, it ia easy to perceive the reason 
Why objects of Worship that were visible should 
be _ mnultiplied，andq that objects that inspired 
terror, but could not command affection, as well 
as objects that could gratify the appetites， 
should be held aa worthy of divine homage. 
And as ignorance leads to narrow Vijews, to low 
and vulgar conceptions, So it fills the mind with 
heart, so Ne”

leaves a residuum of woe， But sincethe apostasy 
has subverted our nature, mankind are prone to 
seek pleasure in low pursuits。 And every such 
indulgence only increases the appetite，and 
habit growsupon habit, and one vice is added 
to another，and one indulgence precipitates 
another, 一 until even idolatry, with all its hosts 
of deities，can provide with di 竺 culty for all 
manSs craving desires and appetites， But as 
far a8 human iugenuity could do so，religion 
has been made，by idolatry，nothing more nor 
Nothing is more repulsive to our ideas of de- 
cency，refinement，and good taste，not to Say 
piety，than the debauchery and cruelty of the 
idol service and ceremonies of heathen worship， 
even amOong the most eultivated pagan nations， 
both of ancient and modern times， We need 
say nothing of savage nations and cannibal 
tribes， Surely, no picture can be more degrad- 
ing，no state OF condition of mankind more 
utterly wretched,than the pictures of paganism， 
in its temples, and in its inftuences upon man, ds 
seen in its most complete triumphs of sin. 

As there is a fearful fascination in sin to an 
unrenewed heart, it is not strange，that when 
deities are found that sanctify the indulgence of 
every vice, and offer themselves as patrons and 
agents of all iniquity and vileness，that men 
shouldq abandon themselves to work out 
manner of unrighteousness。 This is no exag- 
geration. The paintiogs and statuary of Her- 
culaneum and Pompeii, of the temples and tomtbs

dered at that it is popular.， Man is naturally 
selfish and selfrighteous. It is his constant 
effort to justify and save himself until he is 
enlightened from above， 8So long, therefore, as 
an07 pretext can be found for rejecting the doec- | 
trines 0f free grace 一 the humiliating doctrines 
of the cross 一 as the only way of salvation，8o0 
long . will Christ crucitieQ be a stone of stum-

Burt few people in California have noticed 
that there ia in the Sandwich Islands one.of the 
best schools that any country has ptoduced. 
The situation at Punahou two miles east of 
Honolulu along the seashore，at the mouth of 
the Manoa Valley，is cool, romantic，well-war 
tered, and as fine as the Islands afford， In front 
js tbhe sea, its shore lined with trees, the edge of 
the coral reef marked by white heavy breakers， 
tossed up high and combed batk again by the 
beautiful sight. Behind are high peaks 
and pretty intermediate valleys，through which 
the trade wind'blows during most of the day， 
avyoijding the heat and dust of Honolulu。 IThe 
scholars enjoy excellent health. 

Thbe institution was formerly entitled the 了 un- 
ahou School， In May，1853, it was chartered 
as a college。 Edward G，Beckwith，Esq.，an 
Jamnus of Williams College,.

ANNIVERSARIES. 


The eveniog of Tuesday，27th of May，was 
fxed for the annual meeting of the Hawaiian 
Missionary Society，when a report was read by 
the Rev. Lowell Smith upon the visit of a dep- 
utation, consisting of himself and some native 
christians, to the statiou at Fatuhiva，in the 
Marquesas Islands，where the people of the 
Sandwich Isljands have sent several of their num- 


.ber to carry the gospel， The Marquesians are 


considered tbhe wickedest and the wildest race in 
the Paciftc， All attempts by white missiona- 
ries American， PRnglish and French，have hith- 
erto failed to affect them. But this Hawaiian 
mission promises SuccesSs。 The history and con- 
dition of tbis enterprise is interesting that

The anniversary of the Hawaiian Bible Soci- 
ety，on the evening of Wednesday，28th，was 
chiefy occupied in the consideration of the claims 
of the Chinese in these Jslands。 An address 
Was delivered by Judge Robertson. Afterwards 
the Writer presented the condition and prospects 
of the Chinese. It was afterwards resolved to

correspondencce held upon 让 ， We may trust 
that God will make the present effort effective， 
and send here one Who shall enlist tbe sympa- 
thies, prayers and support of this christian com. 
munity, and who shall be the means of building 
these firstemigrants from China into a foundation 
aof a holy temple that shall hereafter rise in beau- 
ty，where the Lord Glod of Israel shall delight to 
dwell. 

The Hawaiian Tract Society met on the next

B. M. ship 
Alarm, which js about sailing for San Francis- 
co， He illustraed the powWer of tracts，by facts 
drawn 他 om his own observation in -the north of 
Ireland, where a wonderful reformation has been 
going on， A few years ago the popujation was 
eight millions, with three Romanists to one.Prot- 
But by 'pestilence，famine and emigra- 
tion, the number is now reduced to six millions ; 
While the corruption, avarice and wickedness of 
the Roman priests has 8o0 disgusted the nation， 
and the benevolence and the active pious labors 
of 也 rotestants so won their hearts and enlight- 
ened their eyes, that the folljowers of the two re- 
Jigions have come to stand about equal， Irish 
priests are Scattering abroad， Perhaps this is 
one reason why we have had 8s0 great a rush of 
them to California. 

LAW AGAINST THE USE OF OPIUM. 


It is with peculiar satisfaction that 工 have ob- 
serVed the disposition here to employ all right 
means to check the Vices of the Chinese, as well 
as to adopt whatever promises to be an instru- 
mentality of good， Before my arrival tbere was 
a movement made towards securing thbe prohibi- 
tion of opium ; to which I lent my aid in a pub- 
lecture, and in conversation with o cers of 
government， It is highly to the eredit of the 
Hawaiian Legislature that they have enacted a 
]aw, to take effect in three months from date， 
(May 30,) of which the most important section 
is as follows ; 

“Any person Who shall be.convicted before 
an7 maglstrate of 
or furnishing opiumy, or any preparation thereotb， 
shall be fined a sum not jless than ffty dollars， 
nor more thban five hundred dollars，in the 
cretion of the court ; provided alwaysthat noth- 
ing in this section 8 the importation 
and sale of opium 8a8 iclne, by duly quajified 

ysicians and surgeons, 88 Such by the 

inister of the Interior,”

EXTRACTS FROM THE JOURNAL OF C。K。 

“It is cheering to turn to the elderly woman， 
Wong boo-boo， During the sickness of thess 
nelghbors, she was exceedingly kind to them,t 
ber Own loss。 She was bound by no tie of re. 
lationshipb, and was under no obligation to them;

obligations her， But she gave them time, 
Which was money to her，for it took her from， 
her humble loom at home， She bas just been 
seriously hersel and was but weak in body 
and had many troubles and cares of her ownu.

What a contradiction to the prayer 
she Was in the habit of using daily，that Jesus 
would forgive her sins! 工 bejieve she does real- 
ly call upon Jesus for salvation, and Iam encour- 
aged to believe this cry be heard，anod that 
light will be given her， It is di 伍 cult to des- 
cribe how strange and almost unnatural a 
thiog it is for a Chioese to ceonfess definitely 
that he is a sinner， To have “good Dame” 
is his highest jiqea of goodnessi and to do 
Wrong by ]ying or stealing，does pot trouble 
them generally, if the offence is not discovered.

NEWS FROM CHINA. 
CANTON， April, 1866. 
SSTATISTICAL. 一 A list of foreign residents in 
China has been carefully prepared，from such 
Sources as Were accessible，intended to include 
all foreigners in China, excepting tbe inhabi 
tants of Macao, and 8a few outside anchorages， 
amounting in the whole to 894, of whom 88 are 
<missionaries.。 But it should be noted that this 
number only includes the male foreigners, not 
the females and children, of whom tbere are DOWw 
a goodly number, compared with eighteen years 
ago ! The total inhabitants of Hongkong 
amount at present to 72,607, of whom 571 are 
Europeans and Americans 一 males 379, females 
95, children 9%"， In 1850 the jnhabitants there 
amounted to 33,292， Since then the increase 
has been 39,315 一 more than double in six years. 

8caoorL. 一 The anniversary of a pub- 
lie school, got up at Hoogkong twelve months 
ago, has just transpired， It has been supDortpd 
by the contributions of the foreign community 
of that place，and taught by Rev, ATaylor. 
More than forty students have attended，repre- 
Renting the various nations and races located in 
that place。 The foreign community in China 
are generally liberal, according to their number 
and means 一 “ We speak that we do know ”by 
experience 一 and this school is one of the exhibi- 
tions of tbat generosity.， This is doubtless a 
commendable effort at the promotion of a useful 
institution， 

DEATH. 一 With regret Ilearn the death, on

doubtless adopted，in reference to 
other characters entirely, and its application to 
the Chinese，we consider to be a perversion of

to the Chinese。 Their houses are broken into， 
their property robbed, their persons abused, and 
their jives sacrificed, and the law no more pro- 
tects them against such enormities,than the laws 
of the Feejee Islands，protect a shipwrecked 
mariner from being plundered and eaten by 
cannibals of that group,except that in the former 
case, the white thief or assinsin，should commit 
his offence against the lives or propety of the 
Chbinese, in presence of white witnesses，which 
le will be pretty likely not to do. 


Such an anomaly in the jurispradenee of 


try， With their slight earnings，thbe foreipgmn 
mijners' tax bears hard uporrthe Chinese miners， 
butthis is an annoyance which they can calculate 
upon, and thus prepare to meet， It comes at

A_ consideration of this subject，will show 
that our civil institutions are doing notbing to- 
wards bringing low the mountains and making 
the rough ways smooth, in preparation for the 
introduction of christianity among the Chinese， 
nay more，We fear the treatment which the Chi- 
nese are Teceiving at our hands, is raising up a 
wall of prejudice against rejigion itself wbich 
nothing but the power of the Spirit can break

[An esteemed correspondent furnishes us 
with the following article on a_ most important 
topic， We would only objeet to the classifica- 
tion of Chinese with Negro testimony， The 
races and their characteristics are entirely dis- 
tinct， 了 he Chinese are our intellectual, com- 
mercial and national equals， There are Some 
arguments in common ngainst the exclusion of 
Chinese and of Negro testimony。 But there 


are others and 人 ar more important against the 
former， The two questions should not be con- 
founded ] 


The case of George Greeno, charged withb hav- 
ing been one of the robbers of the Chinamen at 
the Rincon Pointa week ortwosince, came up 
in the Police Court yesterday-forinvestigatioun. 
he circumstanices of tbhe robbery will doubt- 
less be recojlected as having consisted in, first， 
a burglary，than an agravated assault and bat- 
tery; ln tying the whioamen together,and final 
ly & robbery by presenting koives and pistols 
and taking everything upon which the -SCoun.- 
drels could lay their hands。 A great number 
of Cbinamen were present about the Court, but 
by the law which prevents their testimony be- 
lng heard against a white man, their evidence 
was not admitted，and the rascal Green，of 
whose guilt there Seem to be po doubt, was 
discharged。 A number of the Chinamen 
severated that they knew Green to be one of 
the robbers ; that they had seen him come into 
the shanty in which they were robbed ; that 
they had beea robbed by him and tbat they 
could not possibly be mistaken in the person ; 
stillj，tbeir testimony' could not be received， 
and a man whom every person about the Court 
believed to be guilty was turned loose, doubt- 
less to commit still further depredations of the 
same Kind, and escape the punishment merited 
by bis crimes in the same way， This is by no 


| means the first case in which these poor Chi- 


namen 0f 了 incon Poiot have been robbed, and 
tbere js every reason to believe the repeated 


outrages have been done by thbe same rascals， 


whbo are smart enough to know a little about 
the law of evideoce in_ California. 

There is, of course, no fault to be found with 
the Court in the above case， lt doubtless did 
all it couldq to seejustice done，'The diffculty is 
in the jaw and the foolish prejudices which io- 
duced a former Legislature to pass an Acet by 
which Negroes，Chinese, and eertain otbers， 
are debarred from bearing witness against 
White We know that the same laws 
existed some years ago in all or nearly all the 
Atiaotic States, and that they exist in some of 
them still.， JIn those, hbowever, which have ad- 
yanced farthest in population, prosperity, and 
general education and intelligence，the barba- 
rous ordinance has been repealed, anpd none of 
tbe people harve had reason to complain. 
Such has been tbhe case in New York，Penn- 
sylvania, Ohbhio, and other great States ; and it 
is to-behoped that the great State of Oalifor- 
nia，whbich boasts so0 much advancement，, w 
not allow its statute book to be disgraced by 
such an ijiberal, foolish and absurd a provis- 
88 that which excludes the testimony of 
certain classes from tbhe Courts on account of 
their color， Judges and juries are certainly 
not compelled to believe them ; but thbat tbe 
cannoteven be heard, is an insult to all jiberal 
feeljing. 一 

We call the attention of the readers of the 
Oriental，to the very appropriate remarks in 
the above extract from the Bulletin，We wish 
tbey would ponder them, and consider some 
plan cannot be devised for removing so great 
arelic of barbarism from our statute books.

Ancestral VTorship in China， 

The fears of mankind have been seized upon 
by our arch enemy and wrought into an hun- 
dred curious mythological systems， But the 
scheme of prostituting the pureat natural sen- 
timent of the heart, flial piety, is almost pecu- 
liar to China. There Satan, as if foiled in impos 
ing darker for ms of idolatry upon the common 
sense of its people, has woven this hallowed 
emotion into one the most permanent and least 
objectionable of 

A_ Chinese scholar, if asked the number of 
religious sects prevailing among his country- 
men, usually angwers that are there three， the 
Confucian,the Tauist, and the Buddhist. The 
last two employ images; liturgies, and monastic 
systems ; and they have many features in c0m- 
mon。 The first is more ancient and more Sim- 
ple, and its professed votaries are the more 
intelligent and elevated classes。 But while 
the common people are the chief supporters 0! 
Buddhism and -Tauism，they too are most 
deeply attached to the native Confucianism. 
And especially are they zealous in their devc 
tion to the worship of the spirits of deceased 
progenitors and kindred, whose rites are most

seribed， Ino front is an altar, also of wood, on 
Which there may be outspread an oblation 
of fresh Howers and freuits, or set 8 few sticks 
of smoking incense， Such as tbis was at tbe. 
time I visited it, the ancestral temple of the 
clan or family named Yeung, who inbabit tbe 
pretty village of Peh-shan, near Macao.

Which refreshes somo of the best emotions of 
human nature, when all share in the accom- 
panying festivities and mutual congratulations， 
and when tbhe poorer bretbren come forward 
to _ receive some fraternal gift。 The festival 
affords an opportunity for consulting together 
as to their mutual interests，8and for defenece 
against the exactions of the Mandqarin:，or 
against the rivalry，knavery，Or Violence 0 

other'`partiss。， And this last，the union of 
strehgth for mutual protection is,TIam inclined 
to think. one of the strongest bonds of clan- 
ship among the Chinese， 

At the appointed qay tbhe men of the clan 
meet at an early hour at the Tsz-tang, or “80 
cestral hall,”all smiling, and clad in thbeir best 
and brightest apparel， Sacrifices have been 
prepared: pork, mutton，roast fowjls, all kinds 
of fruit and vegetables then in season,pyramids 
of white, yellow and purple cakes, confection- 
ary in Various forms, aod spirits, of which there 
are many kinds,made by steeping fruits or spices

sacrificial offeriogs borne on the shoulders of 
co0lies，8s0me in ]arge Wooden trays, 80me jn 
highly ornamented band carriages, covered and 
giit， They are accompanied by painted jan- 
terns and embroidered banners, and with a thun- 
dering noise, by bands of music，gongs 8and 
drums, and by discharges of firecrackers. 
When the procession has at length reached 
thbe hills, they halt， The sacrifices are then ar- 
ranged about the tomb，and the people are as- 
signed their appropriate places， he priest is 
in a central place fronting the grave， The 
master of ceremonies cajls aloud each act to be 
performed， At first，the soft notes of the 
smaller iostruments of music alone are beard， 
Atthe word of command, all koeel， and the 
priest then places three sticks of burning in- 
cense in censers before the tomb。 All rise up， 
fall prostrate, and thrlce bow thbeir heads t6 


Some of these however,keep up the form oftbeir 


and at each time thrice touch their forebheads 
to the sward， This is counted tbe bighest act 
of adoration to any beiog，human or divine. 
Next, the prayeris read。 The form is but a 
few lines in jength. It begins with the date，

Jt closes with some 8Scriptions of praise, and 
begs the ethereal objects of worship to accept 
the petitions uow lifted up in their presence. 
Wben the voice of the reader ceases，the silk， 
paper-money, and Whatever js combustible, is 
set on fire, and as the smoke rises, and the rai- 
ment and money are “transformed by the 
fames,”the liquor is dashed up into tbeair for 
their refreshment, abd tbe spirits stoop to par- 
take of the subtle virtues exhaled from the ge- 
ner0us feast spread out beneath -them， And 
nOW the whole ceremony is eoncluded with the 
furious baoging and blowing of all their noisy

One of the most interesting missions under- 
taken by the American Ohurch is that to the 
Afghans, which has been commenced during 
the past year by the 了 resbyterian Board， 
Tbis has long been looked upon as a remark- 
able nation, ou account of their independent， 
hospitable，and martial spirit, and their pos- 
session of a_ country, 1ying between India and 
Persia, filled with the grandest mountains in 
the world, with the original fruits and grains 
that have spread over the earth 一 following the 
expansion of the human race, and with ancient 
ruins，tablets，coins，and legends，of great 

Yalue to the religious Or scientific archeologist, 
But the ehief attraction has lain in the sug- 
gestion by Sir Jones， Vansittart，and 
otbers, thbat t be 8& portion of the 
Ten_ Tribes of Israel，,Though now Mobam- 
medans, they claim descent from ing Sauh， 
through a son named Berkia, who had a son 
called Afghan. Apd those scholars have fur- 
nished translations from tbeir legends deserib- 
ing the capture of the ark of the covenant by 
the Philistines, tbe anointing of Saul by Sam- 
uel, the battle of Darvid and Go'iah, and other 
events of Scripture history，which they claim 
as their OoWn， 

The seat of this new mission is appointed 
for the present, at Rawal Pindee, atown of 
15,000 inhabitants，between the Indus and 
Jhelum_ rivers, 160 miles northwest of Lahor. 
This is pot within the borders of Afghanistan，

4The mission to the Afghans is undertaken 
in obedience to What are considered to. be 
marked evidences of the call of Providenece. 
The country of Afghanistan contains about 
five millions of inhabitaots， These are 
a bardy and vigorous race divided into tribes 
or families which bear 80me resemblance 
to the tribal divisions of the Israelites ; tbis 18 
ope of the circumstances that have led some 
Writers to consider them to be of Israelitish 
Origin。 Tbey are Mohammedans in tbeir be- 
jlief and it i8 fiot practicable at present to 
conduct missionary_ efforts in tbheir country。 
COonsiderable numbers of them are found, how- 
ever, living in different places in the Dortb- 
mest of Iodia, and others visit these places for 
purposes of commerce.

A Legend of Babylon， 
While-tbe researehes of Layard，Botta， 
Rawlinson and others, into the ruins of Baby- 
lon, are exciting much curjosity, our readers 
will be pleased to read an extract from thbe re- 
mains Of almost tbe onljy writer，of that Won- 
derful people, whose works or name are DoW 
knowDn， Berossus Was 8 priest of the great 
temp'e of Belus, and is supposed to have sketch- 
ed his.history to some extent from representa-~ 


of Revelation upon the_.opioions of the Magi. 


tions of the Oreation, the Deluge, and of tbe 
leading ideas of religious truth, that have been 
made manifest in Jodia，China，and other 
countries of Easteru Asia， This fragment 
Was preserved in the writings of Alexander 


the Christian era :一 


Babylounia, informs us that' be lived in the age 
of Alexander thbe son of Philip， And be 
mentions that tbere were Written accounts， 
preserved at Babylon with thbe greatest care， 
comprehending a period of above fifteen myri- 
ads 0f years ; and that these writings contain- 
ed bistories of the heaven and of tbe sea ; of 
the birth of mankind ; and of the kings, and 
of the memorable actions Which thbey had 
achioved. 

And in the first place he describes Babylo- 
nia as 8 country situated between the Tigris 
and the 了 uphrates : that it abounded with 
wheat, and barley, and ocrus, and sesame ; and 
that in the jakes were produced the roots cal- 
led gongs，which fit for food，aod in re- 
spect tu nutriment similar to barley.， hat 


there were also palm trees and apples, and a 


variety of fruits ; fsh also and blirds，both 
those which are merely of fight，and those 


whbich ffequent the lakes。 He adds, that tbose 
"parts of thbe country which bordered on Ara- 


bia，were withbhout water and barren ; but thbat 
the parts whbicbh lay on the other Side were 
both billj and fertile. 

At Babylon there Was (in these times) 8a 
great resort of people of various nations，who 
inhabited Chaldsa，aod jlived in 8a lawless 
manner like the beasts of the field. 

In the first year there appeared, from thbat 
part of the krytbrsean Sea Which borders 
upon Babylonia, an animal destitute of reasou， 
by name Oannes， whose Whole body (accord- 


a fsh ; that under the fish's h he had an- 
other head，with feet also below, simillar to 
those of a man，subjoined to the fsh's tail. 
His voice too, and language，was articulate 
and human ; and 8 representation of him is 
preserved even to this day. 

This Being was accustomed to pass the day 
among men ; but took po food at that season ; 
and he gave them an insight into letters and 
sciences, and arts eyery kind， He taughtk 
them to construct Gities, to found temples, 
compile jaws, and explained to them thbePprin. 
ciples of geometical koowledge， He made 
thbem distinguish the 8seeds of the earth，and 
shewed them how to collect .the' fruits ; in 
short, he instructed them in everything which 
could tend to soften munners and humanize 
their lives。 了 rom that time, Dothing material 
bas been added by way of improvement to his 
instructions。 And when the sun had set, tbis 
being Oanneg retired again into the ssa, and 
8assed the night in the deep ; for he was am- 
phibious。 After this there appeared other an- 
Imals like Oannes, 0f Which Berossus proposes 
to give an account When he comes to the his- 
tory of the kings. Moreover Oannes Wrote 
concerning the generation of mankind ; and 
of tbeir clvil polity ; and the following is the 
purport of whbat he said :一 

was 8a time When there existed no- 
thing but darkness and an abyss of Waters， 
wherein resided most hideous beings，which 
Were produced of a two-fold principle， There 
appeared men, 80me of whom were rnished 
with two wings，others with four, and with 
two faceg. They had one body but two heads : 
the one that of a man, the other of a woman ; 
and likewijse in their several organs both male 
and female， Other human fgnres were to be 
seen With the legs and horns 0f goats ; S0me 
horses' feet : while others united the hinod 
quarters of 8 horse with the body of a man， 
resembling in shape the hippocentaurs。 Bulls 
likewise were bred there with thbe beads of 
men ; and dogs with fourfold bodies, terming- 
ted in their extremities with the tails of fshee : 
horses also with the heads of dogs: men too 
and other animals, with tbe heads and bodies 


| of horses and the tails of fishes。 In short， 


there were creatures in Which were combined 
"the limbs of every species of animals， In ad- 
dition to these, fshes，reptiles，serpeats，with 
other monstrous animal8， which assumed each 
other's shape and countenance， Of all which 
Were preserved delineations in the temple of 
Belus at Babylon,，

woman named Omoroca ; Which in the Chal- 
daan janguage is Thbalatth in Greek balas-
